History  of  St.  Joseph's  Hospital 
In  1868,  Fort  Wayne  was  still  without  a  hospi- 
tal although  it  was  a  city  of  25, 000  inhabitants . 
With  this  factor  in  mind,  Bishop  Luers,  aided 
by  others  in  the  community,  purchased  the 
Rockhill  House,  a  hotel  on  the  corner  of 
Broadway  and  Main  Streets  .  The  Bishop  then 
invited  Sisters  of  the  Poor  Handmaids  of  Jesus 
Christ  from  Germany  to  operate  the  facility. 


In  1869,  Saint  Joseph's  opened  its  doors  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  community  as  its  first  hospital. 
Through  the  years  additions  have  been  added 
until  today  it  stands  a  410  bed  general  hospital 


Throughout  its  almost  one  hundred  years  of 
service  to  the  community  it  has  endeavored  to 
serve  the  sick.  With  God's  help  and  our  efforts 
it  will  continue  to  perform  this  function  for 


which  it  was  founded .

Closed  circuit  television  plays  an  important  role  in  classroom 
learning  during  the  Freshman  year .  There  are  three  courses 
taught  by  closed  circuit  television. 

Anatomy  and  Physiology  is  a  course  planned  to  give  the  students 
knowledge  and  understanding  of  the  organization  of  the  human  body 
and  how  its  various  systems  work  individually  and  collectively. 
The  course  in  Chemistry  reveals  the  process  of  digestion,  meta- 
bolism and  various  facts  concerning  organic  and  inorganic  bodily 
functions.  Students  develop  an  understanding  of  the  basic  princi- 
ples involved  in  the  study  of  microorganisms  and  their  relation  to 
man  and  his  environment  in  the  class  of  Microbiology. 

Follow-up  sessions  are  held  frequently  in  which  an  instructor 
clarifies  and  emphasizes  points  brought  out  during  the  previous 
television  class. 


Much  study  and  preparation  is  required  before  each  follow-up  session.

As  Freshmen  the  introduction  to 
nursing  skills,   attitudes,   and  prin- 
ciples was  given  in  Nursing  I,   II, 
and  III.

The  obstetric- -gynecologic  area 
is  one  of  the  most  delightful .
